Governor Booth on Chinese Immigra-
tion.
[From his Annual Message.]

The increased volume of Chinese immigra-
tion in the past year has excited unusual at-
tention. Those who are too far removed from
us as to form their opinions on this subject
from general principles, rather than from
the special facts, ana many persons here who
are not broughtin competition with Chinese
labor, but are benefitted bK its cheapness,
have often indulged in harsh criticisms upon
the prevailing sentiment of this State in re-
gard to Chinese immigration. Upon this
subject | beg to repeat substantially what |
have before said. The Chinese immigration
constitutes a marked class—a distinctive ele-
ment of society. We cannot be blind to the
fact that China, with a population of more
than three hundred millions, is as near to
us practically, as hew York, and may send
here such a volume of immigration as would
modify oursociety, and substantially change
the relations of capital to labor. That modi-
fication would not be such as we desire in
American civilization; that change would
not be in the interest of free J$hor. The la-
bor of the Chinese who come iterp is ghea?,
because in the mass they have no familiesto
support, no children to educate, and are free
from the wants which differentiate our civi-
lization from theirs; and in order to success
fully compete with them in price, other la-
boréers would he compelled to reduce them-
selves to the same conditions.

Washington, December 13.—The Press dis-
patch that the Virginias h"d been towed out
of Havana, is true. Under the agreement
she isto be taken to Santiago de Cuba,
where she will be delivered to Captain Low-
ery, of the Canandiagua, by next Tuesday, if
the vessels arrive at the porton time. If
they do not get there at the time agreed up-
on, the delivery will be made as soon there-
after as possible. The remaining crew of
the V_|rqt|)n|as, now held prisoners at Santia-
go, will be turned over to our forces at the
same time. Strict naval etiquette will be
observed in the proceedings. Our vessels
will salute the Spanish forts as they enter

the harbor, and the forts will return the
compliment. The Spanish_ flag will be sa-
luted by our vessels when it is hauled down

on the Virginias, and in return the Spanish
vessels and forts will salute the American
flag as it is run upon the Virginias. This is
the mere naval etiquette of the transaction,
and is not the salute provided for in the pro-
tocol, which will be given when the status of
the Vlrgf_lnlus as an American vessel is clear-
ly established. Our Government is prepared
to submst positive proof that the Virginius
had a right to the protection of our flag, so
that this last ceremony will not be delayed
a great while. .

efore the salary question came up the
Speaker submitted Some Executive commu-
nications, and among others one from the
Secretary' of War, giving the result of the
investigations recently made by army offi-
cers into the management of the affairs of
the Freedmen’s Bureau. The facts devel-
oped make a bad showing for General How-
ard. who, it appears, is responsible for an
amount of money belonging to the Bureau
and not accounted for reaching nearly three
hundred thousand dollars. The substance
of the results of this investigation was
charged against Howard by Fernando Wood
in the Forty-first Congress, but the House

Immediately upon the submission of the
Secretary’s letter, Wood demanded thatitbe
read, which, after demurrer from the Speaker
on account of the length of the document,
was done, when Mr. Wood introduced a
resolution referring the matter to the Com-
mittee on Military Affairs, with instructions
to bring in a resolution directing that the
officers involved be tried by a military court,
as it appears that the matter can not be
tried by a court martial without some such
Congressional action. Mr. Dawes objected
to the instructions, desiring that the commu-
nication should go to the Military Commit-
tee, without fettering their action. He also
wished to amend, b%_ making it read, “al-
leged defalcation.” ‘The yeas and nays were
had on these propositions, and were passed
by a strict party vote. .

Kasson, of lowa, is gathering strength as
an independent politician, who thinks for
himself, and will not consent to surrender
his private Jud%ment at party dictation.
